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U.S.-Soviet  nuclear  missile  treaty  close 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  National  security  adviser  Frank  C.  Carlucci  said 
Sunday  that  a  U.S. -Soviet  accord  on  intermediate-range  nuclear  missiles  is 
“98'percent  of  the  way  there”  and  predicted  Senate  ratification. 

However,  a  leading  Senate  Democrat  warned  that  the  superpower  pact 
could  be  doomed  if  conservative  Republicans  tamper  with  it  by  attaching 
amendments  on  issues  like  the  soviet  occupation  of  Afghanistan. 

“I  do  think  that  there  could  be  problems,”  said  Sen.  Alan  Cranston, 
D-Calif.,  the  Senate  Democratic  whip  who  is  also  a  member  of  the  Senate 
Foreign  Relations  Committee  and  the  Select  Committee  on  Intelligence. 

“There  are  15-20  very  conservative  Republican  senators  who  I  think  are 
very  likely  to  take  on  the  treaty  directly,  and  I  think  there  are  others  who 
might  take  it  on  by  indirection.  ...  They  might  well  suggest  various  reserva¬ 
tions  or  amendments  that  would,  in  effect,  kill  it,”  Cranston  said  on  NBC-TV’s 
“Meet  the  Press.” 

Sen.  Richard  Lugar,  a  leading  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Senate 
Foreign  Relations  Committee,  also  predicted  some  tough  sailing  in  the  Senate 
for  an  INF  treaty. 

“I  think  there  are  a  number  of  Republican  senators  and  they’ll  be  a  few 
Democrats  who  are  not  in  favor  of  any  treaty  with  the  Soviet  Union,  feel  it’s 
unverifiable,  unenforceable,”  the  Indiana  Republican  said  on  ABC-TV’s  “This 
Week  with  David  Brinkley.” 

Deng  resigns,  takes  opponents  with  him 

BEIJING  (AP)  —  Top  leader  Deng  Xiaoping  resigned  in  triumph  Sunday 
from  the  Communist  Party’s  governing  body,  leaving  younger  officials  to 
carry  on  his  drive  to  shake  up  the  stagnant  bureaucracy  and  replace  dogma 
with  production. 

The  83-year-old  Deng  left,  as  he  had  promised,  at  the  end  of  a  party  congress 
that  affirmed  his  policies  and  forced  into  retirement  all  the  leading  conserva¬ 
tives  who  had  sought  to  slow  his  reforms. 

The  congress  appointed  a  younger,  streamlined  party  Central  Committee 
that  is  expected  Monday  to  confirm  Deng’s  protege,  premier  Zhao  Ziyang,  as 
party  general  secretary. 

It  also  is  expected  to  keep  Deng  on  as  head  of  the  party’s  key  Central 
Military  Commission,  from  which  he  likely  will  exert  considerable  influence  on 
party  decisions.  The  congress  amended  the  party  constitution  so  Deng  can 
remain  on  the  commission  even  though  he  resigned  from  the  Central  Commit¬ 
tee. 

Cuba  and  Soviet  Union  air  differences 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  U.S.  officials  say  they  are  surprised  and  intrigued 
by  a  rare  public  airing  of  differences  between  Cuba  and  its  principal  ally,  the 
Soviet  Union,  over  Cuba’s  economic  policies. 

The  two  countries  have  been  on  intimate  terms  for  most  of  the  past  two 
decades,  and  the  differences  generally  have  been  subtle,  discernible  only  to 
seasoned  analysts. 

American  experts  on  Soviet-Cuban  relations  have  long  suspected  that 
Moscow  is  displeased  with  Cuba’s  economic  performance,  and  that  impression 
was  borne  out  by  an  article  in  late  August  in  the  Soviet  “New  Times” 
magazine. 

The  article,  written  by  staff  reporter  Vladislav  Chirkov,  chides  Cuba  for 
excessive  defense  spending,  non-repayment  of  foreign  debts,  continued  ra¬ 
tioning  of  food,  inadequate  housing  and  other  perceived  deficiencies. 

Although  the  criticism  was  expressed  in  moderate  terms,  several  U.S. 
officials,  all  of  whom  insisted  on  anonymity,  voiced  surprise  that  such  an 
article  could  appear  in  a  publication  such  as  the  “New  Times,”  which  is 
described  as  “fairly  authoritative”  and  very  influential. 

French  officials  possibly  linked  to  sales 

PARIS  (AP)  —  A  scandal  that  some  reports  are  calling  the  French  Irangate 
is  brewing  over  the  sale  of  munitions  to  Iran  by  a  French  arms  manufacturer 
with  the  alleged  complicity  of  high  Defense  Ministry  officials. 

According  to  articles  published  over  the  weekend  in  the  local  press,  an 
investigating  magistrate  in  Paris  is  seeking  to  have  a  Defense  Ministry  report 
on  the  sales  declassified  so  charges  can  be  brought  against  several  people. 

What  is  known  as  the  “Luchaire  Affair”  involves  the  clandestine  delivery  of 
450,000  artillery  shells  to  Iran  between  1983  and  1986  under  the  Socialist 
government  of  Premier  Laurent  Fabius. 

Reports  in  two  weekly  news  magazines  implicate  high-ranking  officials  in 
the  office  of  former  Defense  Minister  Charles  Hernu  and  say  that  even 
President  Francois  Mitterrand  knew  about  the  sales. 

A  newspaper  in  Beirut  reported  that  the  Paris  government  under  Fabius 
tried  unsuccessfully  to  negotiate  with  Iran  for  the  release  of  French  hostages 
in  Lebanon  in  exchange  for  a  $3  million  ransom. 

'Capitol  Hill  rapist'  suspected  in  attack 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  A  recent  attack  on  a  21-year-old  Salt  Lake  City 
woman  was  similar  in  method  to  a  series  of  assaults  perpetrated  by  a  man 
known  as  the  Capitol  Hill  rapist,  police  say. 

A  woman  told  police  that  a  man  wearing  a  ski  mask  and  sweat  pants  attacked 
her  early  Friday  morning  as  she  was  returning  to  her  Capitol  Hill  apartment. 

The  assailant  was  hiding  behind  a  shower  curtain  in  the  woman’s  bathtub. 
When  she  saw  him  and  ran  out  of  the  bathroom,  “the  suspect  followed  her  and 
knocked  her  down,”  according  to  a  police  report. 

The  victim  began  screaming  and  remembered  the  suspect  saying,  ‘God,  I’m 
sorry.  I’m  sorry,”  the  report  said. 

The  suspect  fled  the  apartment  and  appeared  to  retrieve  something  from 
the  building’s  deck  before  fleeing  the  area. 

Salt  Lake  City  Police  Lt.  Tom  Brown  said  he  could  not  confirm  that  the 
attack  was  the  work  of  the  Capitol  Hill  rapist,  who  is  believed  to  have 
committed  at  least  three  rapes  in  the  area. 

“The  (method)  used  is  similar  to  that  used  by  the  individual  known  as  the 
Capitol  Hill  rapist,”  Brown  said.

Post-game  collision 
leaves  40  fans  injured 


OREM,  Utah  (AP)  —  Forty  people 
were  injured  when  two  Utah  Transit 
Authority  buses  returning  Brigham 
Young  University  football  fans  to  Salt 
Lake  City  Saturday  night  collided 
near  here,  authorities  said. 

Fran  Fillmore,  Orem  Public  Safety 
investigating  officer,  said  the  40  peo¬ 
ple  hurt  sustained  minor  injuries.  The 
most  serious  injury  was  a  broken 
wrist,  Fillmore  said. 

Fillmore  said  the  accident  was 
caused  when  two  vehicles  pulled  in 
front  of  the  lead  bus  and  applied  their 
brakes. 

The  first  bus  was  able  to  avoid  the 
vehicles,  but  the  second  bus  hit  the 
lead  bus,  Fillmore  said. 


Meanwhile,  the  two  vehicles  which 
caused  the  accident  left  the  scene, 
said  an  Orem  Public  Safety  dis¬ 
patcher  who  did  not  give  her  name. 

The  40  injured  were  taken  to  local 
hospitals.  Fillmore  estimated  damage 
at  $120,000. 

The  road  is  a  main  thoroughfare  to 
Interstate  15,  which  links  Salt  Lake 
City  and  Provo.  The  accident  backed 
up  traffic  for  at  least  two  miles. 

Traffic,  which  included  fans  return¬ 
ing  to  Salt  Lake  from  BYU’s  college 
football  game  against  the  Air  Force 
Academy,  was  delayed  at  least  two 
hours  while  officers  investigated  the 
accident  and  cleared  debris,  authori¬ 
ties  said. 


Effects  from  chlorine  leak 
continue  to  ail  two  staffers 
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SANDY,  Utah  (AP)  —  Life  is 
“pretty  much  back  to  normal”  at  Jor¬ 
dan  Valley  School  following  a  chlorine 
leak,  but  two  staff  members  stricken 
by  the  gas  have  not  yet  returned  to 
work,  says  Principal  John  Gardner. 

At  least  26  people,  including  three 
students,  were  treated  at  hospitals 
and  released  following  the  leak,  which 
occurred  about  1  p.m.  on  Oct.  23. 

None  of  the  school’s  231  students 
and  120  pre-schoolers  appear  to  have 
suffered  any  lasting  effects  from  the 
experience,  Gardner  said. 

However,  Keune  K.  Phoumsayasy, 
27,  the  school’s  head  custodian,  was 
still  ill  Friday,  suffering  from  chest 
pains  and  having  difficulty  breathing, 
Gardner  said.  Phoumsayasy  was  one 
of  two  custodians  changing  chlorine 
containers  when  gas  began  leaking 
from  a  cross-threaded  connection. 

Teacher  JoAnne  Young,  36,  Sandy, 
also  has  been  absent  from  work. 
Young  suffered  a  seizure  at  the  time 
of  the  leak  and,  for  unknown  reasons, 
has  continued  to  have  problems. 

The  school’s  100  or  so  teachers, 
aides  and  staffers  who  made  numer¬ 
ous  trips  back  into  the  gas-filled  build¬ 
ing  to  double-check  for  victims  were 


lauded  by  fire  officials  for  their  hero¬ 
ism.  But  the  heroic  efforts  continued 
even  after  the  building  was  evacu¬ 
ated,  Gardner  said. 

“As  much  as  anyone,  some  of  the 
real  heroes  were  those  who  kept  the 
kids  calm  and  quiet  while  others  ar¬ 
ranged  transportation  and  medical  at¬ 
tention,”  he  said. 
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Radiation  poisoning 
raises  questions 
on  nuclear  control 


ANGRA  DOS  REIS,  Brazil  (AP) 
—  The  radiation  poisoning  of  more 
than  200  people  has  raised  serious 
questions  about  the  government’s 
ability  to  control  its  ambitious  nuclear 
program,  which  includes  the  technol¬ 
ogy  for  atomic  weapons. 

This  vast  nation  of  138  million  peo¬ 
ple  has  one  atomic  power  plant  on  line 
and  two  more  planned  in  the  quiet 
fishing  community  of  Angra  dos  Reis. 
But  it  has  no  site  for  safely  disposing 
of  nuclear  waste. 

The  navy  minister  has  announced 
plans  to  make  fuel  for  atomic  sub¬ 
marines,  even  though  Brazil  doesn’t 
have  any  nuclear-powered  subs. 

Last  month’s  poisoning  of  243  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  central  city  of  Goiania  oc¬ 
curred  just  one  month  after  President 
Jose  Sarney  proudly  announced  that 
Brazil  had  mastered  the  technique  of 
enriching  uranium,  a  necessary  step 
in  building  an  atomic  bomb. 

A  scavenger  took  a  capsule  of  the 
isotope  cesium-137  from  a  partly  de¬ 
molished  cancer  treatment  clinic.  A 
junk  dealer  broke  open  the  500-pound 
lead  casing  and  found  about  3  ounces 
of  a  phosphorescent  powder  which  he 
and  others  confused  with  carnival 
glitter. 

By  late  October,  four  people  who 
had  rubbed  the  cesium  on  their  bod¬ 
ies,  including  a  6-year-old  girl,  were 
dead. 

Seven  others  remain  hospitalized 
with  little  chance  of  survival. 

It  was  considered  the  world’s  most 
serious  nuclear  radiation  incident 
since  the  1986  disaster  at  the  Cher¬ 
nobyl  reactor  in  the  Soviet  Union  that 
took  more  than  30  lives. 

Rex  Nazare,  the  president  of  the 
national  Nuclear  Energy  Commis¬ 
sion,  said  on  nationwide  television  the 
Goiania  incident  would  not  affect 
Brazil’s  nuclear  program,  which  he 
declared  safe.

PROVERB  #2:  Often  you  can  believe  what  you  hear. 

Many,  many,  many  hours  later,  my  weary  legs  trudged 
over  a  moonlit  desert.  No  campsite  in  view.  The  leaders 
struggled  to  keep  everybody  moving.  Tired  voices  com¬ 
plained  and  whined.  Some  words  bit  like  a  rattlesnake.  The 
intrepid  leaders  only  shrugged  their  shoulders  and  gave  in¬ 
definite  and  unsatisfactory  responses. 

“Why  did  I  sign  up  for  this,”  I  asked  myself.  I  was  certain 
my  gums  had  dry  rotted  by  now.  Old,  dry  pop  and  beer  cans 
aroused  liquid  dreams.  I  wanted  to  drink  my  dreams.  But  it 
was  no  use.  Even  my  dreams  were  freeze-dried  and  I  had  no 
water  to  add  to  them. 

The  moon  climbed  to  its  peak  then  started  descending  into 
the  west.  We  walked  on. 

Hampton  Then,  my  throat  heard  the  sounds  of  rushing  water.  Primeval  urges  excited 
my  mind.  I  wanted  to  tear  through  the  thick  brush  guarding  the  stream,  dive 
in  it  and  gulp  its  paradisiacal  nectar.  But  I  held. 

The  leaders  stopped  the  group.  From  their  conversation,  we  knew  they  had 
missed  the  trail  to  camp  and  had  made  us  walk  an  extra  mile  or  so.  Sensing  a 
mutiny,  they  revealed  we  were  not  far  from  camp  where  there  was  a  truckload 
of  water.  We  wanted  to  stampede  to  camp  like  thirsty  cattle  to  a  water  hole. 
We  walked  fast  instead.

Says  Hampton,  “No  matter  how  I 
hard  I  tried,  I  just  couldn’t  get  the 
sand  out  of  my  ears.” 


Our  group  leaders  did  it  on  purpose.  They  used  the  desert  to  turn  thirty- 
three  people  into  raisins.  Now  I  know  how  a  grape  feels;  my  very  essence 
sapped  into  nothing  but  dusty  wrinkles.  Yet,  in  feeling  the  sufferings  of  a 
grape  turned  raisin,  I  learned  great  truths.  Truths  that  go  beyond  getting  in 
the  library  before  10:45  a.m.  on  devotional  days. 

We  took  the  survival  trip  just  “for  the  fun  of  it.”  But  they  wanted  us  to  learn 
mysteries  about  ourselves  and  the  outdoors.  Often  they  abandoned  truth  in 
order  to  teach  it  to  us.  They  had  nice  faces.  They  looked  trustworthy.  But  not 
one  revealed  to  us  the  Gehenna  we  were  to  go  through. 

We  should  have  suspected  something  when,  minutes  after  we  exited  from 
the  vans,  they  said,  “Drink  up  now.  You  can’t  bring  your 
canteens  with  you.”  But  even  then,  we  innocently  believed 
that  our  camp  would  be  just  over  a  couple  of  sand  dunes. 

We  topped  the  first  hill.  The  view  revealed  endless  waves 
of  sand.  The  happy  chattering  fell  silent.  My  heart  felt  heav¬ 
ier  than  my  sand-filled  shoes.  Somebody  said  to  me,  “I  heard 
they  take  you  through  the  desert  without  food  and  water 
until  three  in  the  morning.”  “No  way,”  I  said  confidently. 
“They  can’t  do  that.”

PROVERB  #3:  In  the  desert,  the  need  for  so-called  essentials  —  money,  a 
home,  a  car,  Reeboks  —  evaporates  to  simply  a  lust  for  water. 


After  a  good  night’s  sleep  of  at  least  three  hours,  day  two  began  with  a 
lesson  in  death.  Not  ours,  but  that  of  seven  chickens  and  six  rabbits. 

Rich,  (the  leaders  did  have  names,  the  rabbits  and  the  chickens  did  not) 
demonstrated  with  sincere  reverence  how  to  knock  a  rabbit  in  the  head  with  a 
rock  and  kill  it  instantly.  Roy  taught  us  to  skin  and  clean  it.  Del  snapped  the 
neck  of  a  chicken  and  taught  us  how  to  skin  and  clean  it. 

Each  group  killed  and  cleaned  its  own  animal.  There  was  quite  a  bit  of  blood 


and  guts,  but  in  the  last  24  hours,  after  20  miles  of  desert  hiking,  we’d  had  only 
an  orange  to  eat.  This  was  no  time  to  be  squeamish  or  heartbroken.  “From  now 
on,”  I  promised,  “I  will  pause  for  a  moment  of  silence  whenever  I  pass  a 
Kentucky  Fried  Chicken.  Now,  let’s  eat!” 

Four  hours  later  the  chunky  rabbit  and  chicken  stews  bubbled  in  large  tin 
cans  by  the  campfire.  We  prepared  pasty  biscuits  and  laid  them  on  glowing 
logs  to  cook.  Ash  cakes  they  are  called.  Breakfast  of  champions,  they  say.  It 
must  be  true  because  they  tasted  even  better  than  Wheaties,  ashes  and  all. 

Later,  with  tummies  full  and  the  stars  twinkling  above,  it  was  time  to  learn 
more  truths.  Roy  sang  songs  to  us  around  the  campfire.  We  had  to  copy  what 
he  did  and  what  he  sang.  By  now  I  had  gained  a  deep  respect  for  our  leaders. 
They  did,  it  seemed,  know  what  they  were  doing.  I  listened  for  truth  in  Roy’s 
words. 

PROVERB  #4: 

“My  aunt  came  back  from  Guadalupe 
She  brought  with  her  a  Hula-Hoop.” 

I  pondered  on  those  words  as  I  gyrated  my  torso  along  with  the  others.  The 
phrase  seemed  to  be  the  most  significant  of  the  song.  I’m  still  not  sure  what  I 
learned  from  it,  but  like  the  scriptures,  it  often  takes  years  to  truly  understand 
the  mysteries  hidden  in  such  utterings. 

Before  the  campfire  was  over,  Patti  revealed  how  to  imitate  a  raindrop, 
including  its  screams  as  it  falls  to  the  earth.  That  was  something  I  knew  would 
be  important  in  the  eternities. 

On  day  three,  our  expedition  gurus  shared  more  of  the  gospel  of  Mother 
Nature.  Del  demonstrated  finding  direction  without  a  compass  or  an  ELWC 
Information  Desk.  Patti  and  Roy  taught  us  how  to  make  animal  traps.  A 
couple  of  rabbits  eavesdropped,  so  I  don’t  know  if  traps  will  be  effective 
anymore  in  that  part  of  the  desert.  You  know  how  rabbits  are.  Lastly,  Rich 
showed  us  how  to  tan  a  hide. 

PROVERB  #5:  Every  animal  has  enough  brains  in  its  skull  to  tan  its  hide. 

That  may  not  be  true  for  humans  but  for  all  other  animals  it  is.  After 
scraping  off  all  the  fat,  soak  the  skin  in  the  juice  of  the  animal’s  brains  for  15 
hours,  then  work  it  until  it  is  soft.  Be  sure  to  kill  the  animal  first. 

In  the  heat  of  the  afternoon,  our  wardens  took  us  out  into  the  harsh  desert 
and  left  each  one  of  us  alone  to  contend  against  the  elements,  the  wild  animals 
and  our  own  body  odor. 

I  chose  to  settle  under  the  shade  of  a  juniper  tree  and  stretch  out  on  my 
sleeping  bag.  “Not  bad,”  I  thought.  I  listened  to  the  silence.  After  a  few 
minutes  the  noise  of  the  silence  changed.  “This  silence  sounds  just  like  a  low 
flying  airplane,”  I  reasoned.  I  opened  one  eye.  It  was  an  Amazon-size  fly. 
“How  did  he  get  so  fat  in  the  desert?”  I  wondered.  (I  call  it  a  he,  but  I  really 
can’t  tell  between  he  and  she  flies.  They  didn’t  teach  us  that.)  He  buzzed  near 
my  ash  cake  dough.  “Get  away  from  my  measly  supper,”  I  demanded.  “You 
can  eat  any  ol’  dead  thing  laying  around.”  It’s  hard  to  tell  what  a  fly  is  thinking 
but  I  got  a  strong  feeling  he  would  have  enjoyed  picking  at  my  bones.  I  kept  an 
eye  on  him,  just  in  case  he  tried  to  tip  over  my  canteen  or  something. 

The  afternoon  aged  to  evening.  The  first  star  appeared.  Or  is  the  first  star  a 
planet?  ...  A  bright  dot  appeared,  then  shortly,  more  appeared.  I’m  certain 
most  of  them  were  stars.  There’s  something  about  sleeping  under  the  stars. 
There’s  also  something  about  sleeping  too  near  the  fire.  Sparks  get  on  your 
sleeping  bag.  I  scooted  away  some  and  settled  myself  in  a  comfortable  position 
again. 

My  eyelids  began  to  droop.  My  mind  traveled  somewhere  between  dreams 
and  reality.  “Go  home  tomorrow.  Sad.  Fat  fly.  First  star  a  planet?  Guadalupe 
...  Raisin  good.”

Controversy  in  Provo  Canyon

A  ride  up  Provo  Canyon  is  a  drive 
full  of  varying  views.  There  are  trees 
and  rivers,  pointed  summits  and  tow¬ 
ering  peaks,  and  massive  trucks  and 
bulldozers.

The  meeting  was  conducted  by  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  Howard,  Needles, 
Tammen  and  Bergendof,  an  engineer¬ 
ing  firm  from  Washington  which  is 
acting  as  a  consultant  to  UDOT  and  is 
also  conducting  environmental  im¬ 
pact  studies  of  the  road  in  the  canyon. 

Duane  Smith,  wildlife  and  fisheries 
expert  for  the  HNTB  EIS,  said  that 
certain  environmental  issues  are  be¬ 
ing  studied  and  considered  into  the 
statement  and  would  definitely  affect 
the  construction  in  the  canyon. 

“Threatened  species  that  have 
been  noted  in  the  canyon  are  ...  the 
bald  eagle  and  the  golden  eagle,”  said 
Smith.  If  there  are  continued  sight¬ 
ings  of  these  eagles  in  the  upper  areas 
of  the  canyon  it  could  “cause  a  stop¬ 
ping  of  the  construction  during  any 
mating  season,”  he  said. 

Greg  Bullock  of  the  Stonefly  Soci¬ 
ety  said  that  Provo  River  has  “seven 
miles  of  blue  ribbon  trout  stream.” 
This  means  that  the  fish  in  this  area 
come  about  by  natural  reproduction 
and  that  there  is  no  planting. 

Bullock  was  against  an  option  in  the 
construction  which  would  run  two 
bridges  across  “prime  fishing  areas.” 
He  also  noted  that  diverting  the  river 
would  cause  a  loss  in  river  bed  vegeta¬ 
tion  and  therefore  cause  a  long-term 
temporary  reduction  of  fish  in  the 
stream. 

One  other  wildfowl  came  up  in  the 
discussion,  the  whooping  crane.  Al¬ 
though  no  whooping  cranes  have  been 
sighted  in  the  canyon,  a  number  of 
sandhill  cranes  have.  And,  because  of 
an  adoptive  parent  plan  where 
whooping  cranes  have  been  placed 
with  sandhill  cranes  to  help  increase 
the  whooping  crane  population,  the 
possibility  of  the  sighting  of  whooping 
crane  is,  according  to  Smith,  “a  very 
real  possibility.” 

The  sighting  of  a  whooping  crane 
would  bring  two  upper  canyon  road 
options  to  a  halt.  These  two  options 
call  for  a  new  road  to  be  built  on  the 
north  side  of  Deer  Creek  Reservoir 
and,  at  different  areas,  a  bridge 
would  be  built  across  the  reservoir. 
Smith  says  that  these  bridges  could 
easily  hamper  the  migration  of  the 
whooping  cranes. 

However,  the  main  discussion  was 
on  what  type  of  road  would  be  built. 

According  to  the  Supplemental  En¬ 
vironmental  Impact  Statement  com¬ 
piled  by  HNTB  there  were  basically 
“three  alternatives  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  U.S.  Highway  189  which  are 
described  as  follows: 

•  Accessibility  Alternative  —  A  mini¬ 
mum  of  a  two-lane  roadway  with  a 
design  of  40  miles  per  hour. 

•  Mobility  Alternative  —  A  four-lane 
divided  highway  with  a  protective 
barrier.  Designed  for  a  speed  of  60 


miles  per  hour. 

•  Multi-Use  Alternative  —  A  four- 
lane  divided  and  landscaped  highway 
which  has  a  design  speed  of  50  miles 
per  hour.  ” 

The  accessibility  alternative  would 
consist  of  an  eight-foot  shoulder  on 
both  sides  of  the  road  and  two  12-foot 
lanes  with  a  double  solid  yellow  line 
for  the  division.  This  is  very  similar  to 
the  current  road  in  the  canyon. 

The  mobility  alternative  would  con¬ 
sist  of  a  10-foot  paved  shoulder  on 
each  side  of  the  highway  and  four  12- 
foot  lanes  with  an  eight-foot  median 
and  a  concrete  barrier  for  the  divi¬ 
sion.  This  alternative  would  call 
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for  a  large  amount  of  cutting  into 
the  sides  of  the  mountains.  In  narrow 
sections  of  the  canyon,  the  road  would 
border  the  river  and  leave  no  banks. 

The  multi-use  alternative  would  be 
made  up  of  an  eight-foot  shoulder 
(five  feet  of  packed  soil  and  three  feet 
of  pavement),  four  12-foot  lanes  and  a 
10-foot  landscaped  median  to  divide 
the  highway.  This  alternative  met 
with  the  most  public  consensus. 

One  major  concern  that  comes  with 
the  widening  of  the  road  is  increased 
heavy  truck  traffic. 

Jack  Hanson  of  HNTB  said,  “Now 
there  are  about  five  trucks  per  hour 
on  the  average  and  35  in  the  peak 
hour.” 

He  said  there  was  the  potential  that 
the  traffic  would  grow  to  11  trucks 
per  hour  without  improvements  to 
the  road.  He  also  said  that  of  every  60 
trucks  that  head  through  Utah  by 
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way  of  Interstate  80,  only  13  would 
have  any  need  of  using  U.S.  Highway 
189  through  Provo  Canyon. 

In  a  separate  closed  meeting  that 
same  night,  the  Utah  Department  of 
Transportation  discussed  landscape 
architect  proposals.  The  final  decision 
as  to  who  would  head  up  the  Provo 
Canyon  road  landscaping  didn’t  come 
until  the  middle  of  the  next  week. 

UDOT  gave  first  choice  to  CRS 
Serrine,  Inc.  as  the  firm  to  head  the 
landscaping  project.  Serrine  is  based 
in  Denver,  but  would  work  with  two 
Utah  based  firms,  MGB  +  A  and 
ARIX.  Serrine  still  must  go  through 
negotiations  with  UDOT  before  re¬ 
ceiving  the  job.  If  UDOT  does  not 
approve  Serrine’s  final  proposal,  then 
the  second  choice  firm  can  present 
their  final  proposal. 

Some  of  the  groups  that  want  input 
on  the  construction  are:  Vivian  Park 
Homeowners;  South  Fork  Homeown¬ 
ers;  Wildwood  Homeowners;  North 
Fork  Homeowners;  The  Scenic  Soci¬ 
ety;  Sundance;  Citizens  for  a  Safe, 
Scenic  Canyon;  Citizens  for  a  Safe 
Community;  and  Springdell  Home- 
owners.  The  majority  doesn’t  oppose 
the  building  of  a  new  road,  they  only 
hope  to  influence  the  way  it  is  built.

showing  he  is  a  definite  Outland  Tro¬ 
phy  candidate. 

“Chad  Hennings  is  everything  they 
said  he  is,”  said  Edwards. 

BYU  noseguard  David  Futrell  said 
he  didn’t  lose  faith  in  the  offense  in  the 
first  quarter.  “I  knew  they  were  fired 
up,”  he  said  of  the  offense.  He  said  the 
defense  played  the  best  it  could  while 
waiting  for  the  offense  to  wake  up. 

“I  knew  the  offense  would  score  at 
least  20  points,”  said  Futrell. 

Rice  said  the  defense  was  ready  for 
the  Falcon’s  wishbone  offense,  espe¬ 
cially  since  the  Hawaii  Rainbows, 
whom  the  Cougars  played  last  week, 
used  a  similar  offense. 


The  BYU  defense  held  Air  F orce  to 
just  309  yards  total  offense.  The  Fal¬ 
cons  had  been  averaging  374  yards 
per  game  just  on  the  ground.  The  Fal¬ 
cons  converted  only  one  of  ten  third- 
down  attempts. 

Edwards  said  Covey  put  on  a  fine 
performance  in  the  game.  “I  thought 
he  showed  tremendous  poise,”  he 
commented. 

Covey  threw  for  294  yards,  com¬ 
pleting  18  of  29  pass  attempts.  He  had 
no  interceptions. 

Leading  receivers  for  BYU  include 
Zayas,  who  caught  three  aerials  for 
118  yards.  Miles  and  running  back 
Matt  Bellini  snagged  four  passes 
each.

My  life  dangled  on  a  carabiner. 

A  hundred  feet  below  me,  the  rocks  —  white,  not  yet  blood-stained  — 
waited  for  one  misplaced  step  on  the  slippery  precipice.  I  decided,  some¬ 
what  involuntarily,  to  defy  fate  by  not  challenging  the  cosmos  at  all.  I 
would  not,  and  even  if  I  desired,  I  could  not  move  a  single  muscle. 

Except  for  my  throbbing  heart.  Swollen  with  anxiety,  the  organ  felt 
heavy  and  agitated,  like  I  had  swallowed  a  baby  pig.  And  now,  the  swine 
squealed  within  my  breast  and  hoofed  upward  at  my  throat. 

“Go  for  it,  dude.” 

That’s  my  rappelling  guru  speaking  at  me.  Not  speaking  to  me  like 
ordinary  people,  but  at  me  like  people  do  with  their  pets,  in  that  goochie- 
goochie-goo  voice,  knowing  all  along  that  “Fido”  just  doesn’t  understand. 

“Go  for  it?  What  are  you  talking  about?”  I  asked,  upset  with  the  whole 
precariousness  of  this  venture.  Harnessed  in  canvas  crotch  straps,  hang¬ 
ing  from  a  yellow  and  red  nylon  rope,  I  imagined  myself  as  a  human  pinata 
that  any  second  would  fall  and  spew  candy  all  over  the  rocks.

Utah  group  tackles  Everest

There  have  been  several  Utahns 
who  have  made  it  to  the  summit  of 
Mount  Everest,  the  highest  point  on 
earth,  but  there  has  never  been  an 
all-Utah  expedition  to  attempt  such  a 
feat  —  until  now. 

On  July  13,  1987,  the  People’s  Re¬ 
public  of  China  granted  permission  to 
Douglas  S.  Hansen,  a  professional 
mountain  guide  from  Orem,  to  lead  an 
expedition  up  the  29,028-foot  summit 
via  the  North  Face  route  in  the  fall  of 
1992. 

Hansen  said  he  received  permis¬ 
sion  from  the  Chinese  government 
following  a  year  and  a  half  of  negotia¬ 
tions.  He  originally  thought  it  would 
take  considerably  longer  to  secure 
permission. 

“I’m  surprised  the  Chinese  gave  us 
the  permit.  We  were  very  fortunate

to  obtain  permission  so  soon,”  said 
Hansen.  “All  of  the  people  working  on 
the  project  expected  it  to  take  a  cou¬ 
ple  of  years  longer,  but  I  suppose  they 
liked  our  attitude.  We’re  fortunate.” 

According  to  Patrick  G.  Christian, 
public  relations  director  for  the  expe¬ 
dition,  “Climbers  all  over  the  world 
have  been  competing  for  climbing 
permits  since  the  Chinese  opened 
their  borders  in  1981.  Expeditions  to 
Everest  through  China  or  Nepal  are 
nearly  booked  into  the  20th  century.” 

The  Chinese  government  approved 
24  people  to  travel  to  the  base  of  Ev¬ 
erest.  However,  only  a  10-person 
team  will  be  allowed  to  attempt  the 
highest  summit. 

Hansen  said  he  has  already  se¬ 
lected  several  people  to  join  the  10- 
person  team  but  there  are  “several 
others  who  really  want  to  go  and 
they’re  training  hard  to  make  the  rest 
of  the  spots.” 

In  order  to  make  the  team,  Hansen 
said  his  selection  committee  is  looking 
for  “masters  of  a  lot  of  different  as¬ 
pects  of  climbing. 

“We’re  looking  for  people  who  are 
masters  in  cross-country  skiing,  win¬ 
ter  camping  skills,  ice  climbing  skills, 
rescue  skills  and  people  who  are  fa¬ 
miliar  with  avalanche  dangers.  ” 

He  also  said  he  realizes  the  dangers 
involved  with  the  attempted  climb. 
“I’ve  gained  a  healthy  respect  for  pro¬ 
moting  safety  in  mountaineering. 

“We  of  course  want  all  10  of  us  to 
reach  the  top,  but  it’s  going  to  take  a 
lot  of  training,  working  together  as  a 
team  and  a  lot  of  luck  no  matter  who 
gets  to  the  top,”  Hansen  said.  “We’re 
going  prepared  for  all  of  us  to  reach 
the  top,  but  our  bottom-line  goal  is  for 
at  least  one  person  to  reach  the  sum¬ 
mit.” 

In  order  to  make  the  expedition  as 
safe  as  possible,  he  said  he  wants  his 


group  to  make  many  of  the  “crucial 
decisions”  before  they  go.  “I  want  us 
to  be  so  familiar  with  climbing  proce¬ 
dure  that  it  becomes  second  nature  to 
all  of  us.  Because  of  the  altitude  and 
the  lack  of  oxygen,  a  lot  of  our  deci¬ 
sion-making  skills  could  be  hampered 
and  so  we  want  to  make  many  deci¬ 
sions  as  instinctive  as  possible.” 

According  to  Howard  Lewis,  a 
river  running  guide  from  Provo  and 
member  of  the  climbing  team, 
“Climbing  is  not  unsafe  if  it’s  ap¬ 
proached  in  the  right  way.  It  becomes 
unsafe  when  people  lack  moun¬ 
taineering  knowledge  and  skills  and 
when  they  become  complacent  and 
take  things  for  granted.” 

Hansen  said  his  group  is  training  to 
avoid  becoming  complacent  by  plan¬ 
ning  several  preparatory  training 
sessions.  The  training  team  will  be 
climbing  Mount  Rainier  in  Washing¬ 
ton  and  Mount  McKinley  in  Alaska.
